DETAILED ACTION 

Current Status 

1 . This action is responsive to Applicants' amendment of 27 May 2008. 

2. Receipt and entry of Applicants' amendment is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 11-13 and 17 are pending in the application. 

The nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection of claims 11-13 
and 1 7 as being unpatentable over claim 1 -20 of prior US 6,541 ,651 is withdrawn 
because Applicants have filed a Terminal Disclaimer. 

This application is a 371 of PCT/US 04/43005 12/17/2004 which claims 
benefit of 60/534,443 0110612004. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 11-13 and 1 7 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicants 
claim a process for preparing diphenylchlorosilanes by the Grignard process comprising 
contacting a phenyl Grignard reagent, an ether solvent, a trichlorosilane selected from 
the group consisting of methyltrichlorosilane, phenyltrichlorosilane, and 
vinyltrichlorosilane, a phenylchlorosilane selected from the group consisting of 
phenylmethyldichlorosilane, phenyltriehlorosilane, diphenyldicblorosilane, 
phenylvinyldiehlorosilane, and toluene; wherein all the variables are as defined in the 
claims. The process was neither found to be obvious nor anticipated by the prior art of 
record. 
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Claims 11-13 and 17 are allowed.
